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DETAILED ACTION 

APPLICANTS' ARGUMENTS 

The 35 USC 1 12, 2 nd paragraph and 35 USC 103 rejections are withdrawn due to being 
reversed by the Board. The species election is hereby withdrawn. All of the previous rejections 
and objections have been withdrawn. 

The drawings, filed 2/24/03, are accepted by the Examiner. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE: 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The invention is directed to a method for creating a multidimensional morphological 

reconstruction of biological tissue data characterizing biological tissue. The 35 USC 1 12, 2 nd 

paragraph and 35 USC 103 rejections are withdrawn due to being reversed by the Board. 

Because no outstanding rejections remain, the claimed invention is deemed allowable. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 

payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 

fee.
